A great deal of table salt now 
has a little iodine mixed in. This 
iodized salt has done a great deal 
to reduce the frequency of goiter, 
and extensive studies have not 
revealed any harmful effects. 
Truly, the importance of salt to 
human beings cannot be exag- 
gerated.
